Dear. Mr. Editor:— 

I noticed in the last edition of 
your paper an enquiry as to why 
the maximum price of gas had 
been fixed at 35¢ per thousand feet 
in the franchise granted to the 
Bassano Lighting & Water Com- 
pany Limited and I would be much 
obliged if you would grant me the 
privilege of replying through the 
columns of your paper. 

In the franchise which the Coun- 
cil bave just granted tothe B. L, 
& W. Company Ltd., aad which 
was not all printed in your paper 
I am sorry to say there is a clause 
which reads as follows: 

“Ibis not the intention of the 
Company to keep the rate of gas 
up tothe highest point ‘posstble, 
but to reduce it as often and. as 
much as they can, taking into con- 

deration the paying ofa fair div- 
idend to the Shareholders, and the 
Council of Bassano can bring the 
question of rates up and-settle the 
same by arbitration every four 
years; starting from atime four 
years after the Company starts 
operating.” 

The company quite sees the fact 
that the cheaper the gas the more 


ofit there will be used and the} Deer 


more money the Company will 
make, but I think it will be impos- 
sible to supply gas in Bassano as 
cheuply as they do in Medicine 
Hat where their welis are less than 
1,000 feet deep. A well sunk in 
Bassano will have to be at least 
twenty five hnodred feet deep, 
and the costof it will be very 
much greater, also in comparing 
the price of gas in Medicine Hat 
with the maximum rate that may 
be charged in. Bassano the fact 
should not be lost sightof that 
when gas was first installed in 
Medicine Hat the population there 
was very much greater than it is 
in Bassano, and consequently they 
could charge very much less for 
the gas and still make more money. 
So far as matters have gone the 
Council of Bassanohaye given away 
nothing, as no Company 1s going 
to the expense of drilling wells and 
layingdown mains without a long, 
er franchise than five years, but 
this was all the Council could give, 
and it is up to the people of Bas- 
sano to sey whether the franchise 


applies ‘to them, as they intend to 
do, for a twenty fiveyéar franchise, 
and I wish to be placed on record
